HIGH OFFICIALS HERE 


The conference was originally 
scheduled to be held at the War 
Price and Rationing board office 
bu t was moved to the Frances 
Stevens school to accomodate the 
throngs. 
The conference was attended 
by m ilitary men from the district 
including M ajor G eneral C. H. 
W hite from Camp Young, by the 
m ayors and other city represent­ 
atives and by the following repre­ 
sentatives of federal departm ents 
and agencies. The Navy w as re­ 
presented by Capt. Francis P.

Mr. M urray gave the site for 
the Welwood M urray Memorial 
library, nam ed in honor of his 
father. 
Mr. M urray w as one of the 
leaders of the New York B ar and 
acted as counsel for the Rocke­ 
feller fam ily and for the Rocke­ 
feller philanthropic foundations. 
He leaves a widow, Isabel Ditte 
Murray and a daughter by his 
first m arriage, Mrs. Adam Leroy 
Jones. 


RECEIVED MANY HONORS 


A form er president of the Al­ 
umni Association of the Colum­ 
bia Law School, from w hich he 
graduated in 1876, many special 
honors w ere conferred upon him 
by his U niversity, one being Doc­ 
tor of Laws. A C hair was created 
by Columbia in his name known 
as the George Welwood M urray 
Professorship of 
Legal 
History 
in 
recognition 
of 
the 
tw enty 
years of aid to the Foundation 
furthering legal research and his­ 
torical research at Columbia. 
Mr. M urray w as a native of 
Edinburgh, Scotland. He was for 
many years a m em ber of the 
firm of M urray, A ldrich & Webb.

The second difference between 
the philosophies of 1918 and of 
1943, in the adm inistration of the 
food problem, has to do with del 
egation of authority; executive 
procedure; good management, or 
call it w hat you will, versus bu 
reaucracy. 
In m y letter two weeks ago I 
m entioned that the Congressional 
Committee of which John Costel­ 
lo, D e m o c r a t i c representative 
from 
Los 
A ngeles 
County, 
is 
chairm an, had reported 840.578 
active draft age employees in 
governm ent agencies. L et’s ex­ 
plore this, in our food adm inis­ 
tration comparisons. 
The 
Food 
A dm inistration 
of 
World W ar I, at its peak month, 
had exactly 3.000 employees; 1,417 
w orking in W ashington and 1,583 
throughout the U nited States. It 
did its own buying (that was in ­ 
sisted upon by the A dm inistrator; 
how else could you control it?); it 
did its own legal w ork; issued its 
few regulations; gave out its own 
publicity, and investigated, and 
prosecuted if necessary, the re ­ 
ported violations. I will tell you 
more about that item. 
At th e same peak month, the 
D epartm ent of A griculture had 
25.239 employees. 
In addition to these 3 000 paid 
employees, there w ere 90 volun­ 
teers w orking in W ashington, and 
7,984 volunteers in other parts of 
the country. 
Today the D epartm ent of A gri­ 
culture has 73,104 employees. The 
OPA 
has 
4,800 
employees 
in 
W ashington and 33,700 through­ 
out the country. I asked how 
many of these 38,500 worked on 
food adm inistration p r o b l e m s , 
and the reply w as that the OPA 
didn’t know, but would be glad to 
send a questionnaire to each em ­ 
ployee, asking for that inform a­ 
tion, and then would compile the 
results. Would you say that was 
typical, or just typical? 
The Arm y and the Navy and 


the D epartm ent of A griculture, 
all 
buy 
foodstuffs today. 
The 
Lend-Lease, non-existent in 1918, 
when food for the allies was 
handled through the Food Ad­ 
m inistration, hak 678 employees, 
536 in W ashington; 17 “borrow ed’’ 
from other departm ents; 8 out of 
the city, 103 abroad, and 13 "One- 
D ollar-a-Y ear M en,” usually the 
most expensive of all. 
The 
Food 
A dm inistration 
of 
1918 had its ow n attorneys. The 
OPA alone has 2,700 today. In 
spite of that, the D epartm ent of 
Justice prosecutes cases today. 
The B ureau of Economic W ar­ 
fare, vitally interested in foods, 
has 
3,257 
employees. 
3,049 
in 
W ashington, and 208 abroad. 
G overnor L ehm an’s new organ­ 
ization (the duties of w hich are 
not yet clear to many people, in­ 
cluding G overnor Lehm an) has 
156 em ployees; 137 in th e United 
States, and 19 abroad. 
The 1918 Food A dm inistration 
handled its ow n publicity. Today, 
w hen the A dm inistration has to 
publish a 50,000 jvord set of “reg­ 
ulations” telling butchers how to 
cut m eat, the OW I does th a t job. 
Some Chicago packers gave these 
regulations to th eir most expert 
cutters, and even they couldn't 
cut a steer to m ake it fit th e OPA 
rules. I tak e it you h ave to be 
both a H arvard graduate and an 
expert surgeon to meet the re­ 
quirem ents. 
C ertainly 
practical 
experience is taboo. 
The OWI has 4,336 employees; 
1,134 
in W ashington; 
2,507 
in 
other parts of th e U nited States, 
and 695 abroad. In World W ar I, 
G eorge C reel had an organization 
called th e “Com m ittee on Public 
Inform ation” and handled the job 
w ith 565 em ployees for all the 
U nited States. 
The second clash in philoso­ 
phies is therefore good m anage­ 
m ent 
versus 
bureaucracy. 
The 
third, w hich follows next week, 
is probably the m ost im portant of 
all. 


GUAYULE PROGRAM IS COMPARED TO 
CASTOR BEAN FIASCO OF 1917-1918 


The guayule program is the tw in brother to the castor bean 
fiasco of 1917 and 1918, in the opinion of Senator John Phillips of 
this district. 
He presented his views in a letter to constituents this week. 


“This is a long story and I sup­ 
pose you know that the latest 
news is that the program is to be 
discontinued in California, except 
to the extent of possibly 30,000 
acres, very little of which will 
be in Riverside County,” the sen­ 
ator w rote on A pril 6. 
“I have been in favor of the 
project from the beginning, and 
was one of those w ho tried to get 
the State of California to buy sev­ 
eral years ago th e rights to the 
guayule experim ent at Salinas. 
On the other hand, I have never 
had any illusions about the pres­ 
ent program . I rem em ber very 
well the castor bean fiasco in 1917 
and 1918. This is its tw in brother. 
The Forestry Service, to which 
the project was given, knows lit­ 
tle about agriculture, and like the 
rest of us, less about guayule. The 
directors from the beginning have 
been unw illing to adm it that they 
ever could or did m ake a m is­ 
take, and until recently indicated 
th at m ore or less arrogant atti­ 
tude w hich seem s to be inherent 
in 
bureaus 
w hich 
have 
been 
given th e broad authority which 
w as given to th e guayule pro­ 
gram. 


DEPARTMENTS DISAGREE 
“We need rubber; guayule is 
th e best posible source for the 
kind of rubber w e need. It is just 
as foolish to do aw ay with the 
project today as it was foolish a 
year ago to say th a t it had a pri­ 
ority above every other agricul­ 
tural product, and in every ag­ 
ricultural area and section of the 
State. 
“On N ovem ber 17, 1942. Major 
K elley agreed w ith the represen­ 
tatives of the sugar beet compan­ 
ies, and the beet seed growers, 
no t to com e into th e H em et-Per- 
ris Valley. 
T hat has been set 
aside exclusively by the D epart­ 
m en t of A griculture, supported 
by an ordinance passed by the 
B oard of Supervisors of R iver­ 
side C ounty, as a free area, in 
w hich nothing m ay be grown 
w hich is a t all antagonistic to the 
beet seed grown there. This is 
the only place 
in the United 
States where w e can grow that 
particular type beet seed, in the

sam e quantity and quality. We 
had therefore th e enlivening pic­ 
tu re of one bureau of th e Fed­ 
eral D epartm ent of A griculture 
telling the farm ers of the area to 
increase the production o f beet 
seed, and another bureau of the 
sam e D epartm ent of A griculture 
coming in and telling th e farm ers 
th eir land w ould be tak en for 
guayule. 
“The situation was even worse 
in 
the Santa 
M aria-G uadalupe 
Valley. T hat 14,000 acres happens 
to represent the most productive 
vegetable area in the S tate of 
California. It is a sm all valley, 
and 
the 
geographical 
location 
m akes it peculiar.. W here th e na­ 
tional average fo r beans, for ex- 
em ple, m ight be 4 tons to the 
acre, the production in th a t Val­ 
ley w ould be 20 times, if you 
know w hat I m ean. The guayule 
program stepped into the Valley 
and said th at they expected to 
take 7,500 
acres 
for 
guayule. 
They w ent into th e A rvin area of 
K ern County and told tw o farm ­ 
ers there personally know n to me 
th at they expected to ta k e not 
m erely 160 acres, mostly planted 
to alfalfa, but th e choicest piece 
of alfalfa land th a t they owned, 
w hich w as used to support a 
dairy containing 110 cows. Had 
this been carried out, th e cows 
would have gone to the slaugh­ 
ter house. These were the things 
w e w ere trying to correct.”

MT. SAN JACINTO 


(Reprinted by Request) 


If you w ere two m iles tall, you 
should be able to stand in Palm 
Springs and hold your head up 
to the level of old San Jacinto’s 
summit. A nd then you would be 
looking square into the face ol 
the tallest m ountain in the United 
States. 
M easured from its foot to its 
top, there is not another m oun­ 
tain in this country that can beat 
it. 
Telescope Peak, in the Pana- 
mints, falls short by 300 feet. And 
Telescope Peak is second tallest. 
Perhaps it would be better to 
arrive at an understanding as to 
w hat w e 
mean 
by 
“tallness.” 
Stated 
briefly, 
w e 
mean 
that 
w hen all foothills and slopes of 
less than 15 per cent grade are 
left out of the consideration, the 
rem aining height of the m ountain 
is its tallness. It is very differ­ 
en t from th e height above sea- 
level. This tallness is the meas- 
j ure of the m ountain’s steep parts, 
I from its base to its summit. 


GIANT AMONG MOUNTAINS 


Mt. W hitney, the highest above 
sea-level in this country, tow ers 
14,495 feet in the a ir—well above 
San Jacinto’s height of a mere 
10,800 feet. But th en W hitney’s 
feet rest on ground w hich is itselt 
6,395 feet above the sea; San J a ­ 
cinto finds a footing on earth only 
531 feet up, and the body of the 
m ountain soars up to 10,300 feet 
of tallno(ss. 
If th e tallness of 
W hitney w ere increased 
by a 
third, it w ould scarce look down 
on San Jacinto. 
In the Grand 
Canyon, th ere is no cliff equal in 
steepness to this m ountain which 
is more th a n half its height; if 
the Half Dome of Y osem ite were 
set down in San Gorgonio Pass, 
its sum m it would not reach to the 
m iddle of San Jacinto. 
It is a 
veritable gian t am ong mountains. 


SPECTACULAR DROP 


The northern slope is one of 
the 
w orld’s 
most 
spectacular 
m ountain-sides; it has 7,000 feet 
of almost sheer drop. 
And it is 
dow n this face th at one of the 
most torrential of stream s tu m ­ 
bles—Snow Creek. A t one spot, 
the w ater drops 4,000 feet in one 
m ile of onw ard travel. 
Fed by 
snows and rains in th e much more 
hum id clim ate at th e top of the 
m ountain, Snow C reek is very 
rarely dry. 
The w ater carries 
w ith 
it 
life 
for 
th e 
parched 
ground below, 
and 
the 
lower 
slopes of th e creek a re not desert 
at all. The falling w ater seems, 
in spots, to have 
difficulty in 
sticking to this precipitate w all, 
and hurtles off to form w ater­ 
falls of m ost spectacular height 
and volume. 


WIDE LIFE RANGE 


A nd all this altitu d e ip not 
w ithout results in th e flora and 
fauna of th e m ountain. There is 
not another pe^k in this country 
w hich b etter exem plifies the suc­ 
cession of lif¿[-zones, w hich are 
regions each W(th its type of an i­ 
m al and p la n t life, differing from 
one another in the larg er respects, 
and 
based 
on 
th e 
different 
am ounts of m oisture. San Jacin ­ 
to starts, a t its foot, in the lower 
Sonoran Zone, than w hich there 
is no more arid zone in the U. S. 
Its abrupt rise takes it through 
th e U pper 
Sonoran, 
Canadian, 
Hudsonian, 
and 
A rctic 
A lpine 
Zone, each w ith its characteristic 
inhabitants th at are alm ost en­ 
tirely confined to it. Thus, the 
barrel cactus is found only in the 
Low er Sonoran, chaparral in U p­ 
per Sonoran, and so on to the 
dw arf w illow, w hich is never 
found except in the cold Arctic 
Alpine 
regions. 
This 
tw o-m ile 
trip to the top of a mountain 
•u, ‘ 


th e same types of clim ate you 
would find if you journeyed from 
th e Mexican border to the Arctic 
Circlej 


RAINFALL 5 TO 70 INCHES 


A t the bottom of San Jacinto, 
on the desert side, the rainfall 
averages about 5 inches o r less 
p e r year. 
At th e top o£ the 
m ountain, the average rainfall is 
betw een 60 and 70 inches. Quite 
a difference! 
The northern slope has been 
scaled several tim es by intrepid 
m ountain climbers, bu t that is not 
a trip advised 
for 
the 
casual 
w eek-ender. 
The slope on the 
Idyllw ild side is, however, easy 
and very well w orth the effort. 
A n unforgettable view greets the 
clim ber as he reaches the sum mit 
—the whole of the desert spread 
out below him in a panoram a of 
unexcelled vastness. 


MAKES OUR DESERT 


San Jacinto plays a great part 
in the form ation of the desert; in 
fact, w ithout the great m ountain, 
there would be no Colorado Des­ 
e rt at all. This enormous barrier 
intercepts m oisture-laden breezes 
as they sweep in from the P a­ 
cific, forcing them to rise up, up, 
and up, until 
the 
m oisture is 
squeezed from them . This w ater 
falls on the Pacific sides and on 
th e top of San Jacinto, and helps 
to form Snow Creek and th e oth ­ 
e r streams. The winds, bereft of 
th eir dampness, sweep over the 
sum m it and down into the v al­ 
ley. The increase in air pressure 
as they come low er is partly re­ 
sponsible for 
their increase in 
heat, as any gas, w hen compress­ 
ed, 
becomes 
warm . 
Thus 
the 
w inds are rendered hot and dry, 
and there is the desert.

Several Changes Planned Next Year 


In Departments at Palm Springs High 


Pre-registration forms for the coming year, distributed to high 
school students this week .revealed several changes, most im portant 
of which are in the Social Studies departm ent. 


The belief that high school stu -^ 
dents should have more history 
and geography has resulted in the 
changes in the Social Studies de­ 
partm ent, proposed so th a t stu­ 
dents will get a background in 
World History in addition to the 
State required U. S. H istory and 
Civics. 
H eretofore students have had to 
take a whole year of American 
Problems and one year of U. S. 
History. Students not w anting to 
take more than three years of So­ 
cial Studies have om itted any 
study of world cultures. 
Dr. E. E. Oertel, interviewed 
today, said “There is a m arked 
deficiency in historical perspec­ 
tive on the part of high school 
students .The great m ajority of 
high school students get through 
high school w ithout having any 
study of history other th an that 
of the U nited States. This has re­ 
sulted in justified criticism of 
high schools, especially because 
of the present need for factual 
knowledge 
i n geography a n d 
world affairs.” 
State requirem ents for gradu­ 
ation which m ake it necessary for 
a student to take one year of U. 
S. History and Civics have been 
m et at P. S. H. S by a year of 
American Problem s and one year 
of 
U. 
S. 
History. These 
two 
courses are to be condensed into 


a one-year course in U .S. History 
and Civics. All students will be 
required 
to take the year of 
W orld 
History and 
they may 
elect a third year of history. 
Remedial English is to be given 
to 
Freshm en 
and 
Sophomores 
who are retarded in regular Eng­ 
lish. 
In the Practical A rts d epart­ 
m ent .agriculture is being sched­ 
uled tentatively to determ ine if 
there is a sufficient dem and to 
determ ine if there is a sufficient 
dem and to w arrant its inclusion 
in the schedule of subjects. 
An innovation in the courses of 
study for next year w ill be the in­ 
clusion of a study period for most 
students 
in 
the 
library-study 
room, now room 10. Students will 
not be perm itted to take more 
than four subjects plus Physical 
Education unless they have spec­ 
ial permission from the office. 
This will autom atically put each 
student in study hall one period 
each day. 
. 
Pre-registration is being made 
on a basis of a revised schedule 
of subjects which includes chang­ 
es herein enum erated. A fter the 
pre-registration blanks are tab u ­ 
lated, results will be reported to 
the Board of Trustees and the of­ 
ficial schedule of subjects will be 
adopted prior to the beginning of 
the next school year.____________

Trans-Pacific Message From Missing 


Army Officer Cheers Village Family 


F irst a floating letter and now a radio message broadcast from 
Japan have served to reassure th e family of Jim m ie Rogers, local 
high school senior, that her uncle. CoL R ichard G. Rogers, U. S. A. 
is still safe and sound, aulhough he was in the Philippines w hen 
B ataan fell. It is believed he is a prisoner of w ar in Formosa. 


Col. Rogers w as listed as “miss­ 
ing” a fte r Corregidor. Last Aug- 1 
ust a letter w ritten by him on 
B ataan was received. It had been 
mailed on a ship th at w as sunk, 
had floated for a long tim e in a 
w ater-tight bag, and had been 
picked up by another ship, finally 
reaching its destination. 
L ater Col. Rogers’ nam e ap­ 
peared on the list of Japanese 
prisoners on th e island of For­ 
mosa, b u t still th e fam ily heard 
nothing directly from him. Then 
one Sunday a message by Col. 
Rogers was broadcast on short­ 
wave. A phonograph record was 
made o f the broadcast and given 
to his wife. Mrs. Rogers and fam ­ 
ily, having listened to th e mes­ 
sage carefully, believe it to be 
authentic because all the facts in 
it are correct. H ow ever, it is be­ 
lieved th e voice was th a t of an 
educated Jaapnese, w ith a British 
accent. 
The message of Jim m ie’s uncle 
declared that he w as “enjoying 
good health and receiving court­ 
eous treatm ent.” 
Jim m ie said today, w hen asked 
about 
the report, 
“Som e Japs 
probably had a gun at m y uncle's 
back w hile he w as sending the 
message— if it 
really 
w as my 
uncle talking. A plan is being dis- 
cused w hich w ould call for my 
aunt (Mrs. R ichard Rogers) com­ 
ing to th e coast to m eet Uncle 
Dick. T here seem s to be a chance 
he is going to be traded. It’s good 
to know he is alive and w e’re all 
praying that he will be home 
soon."

AVAILABLE AT CENTER 


The Public H ealth nurse for 
Palm Springs and environs is 
Mrs. 
Madge 
Holderman, 
who 
m aintains her office in the Health 
Center, where she is on duty 
Monday through Thursdays from 
9 to 5. D uring the day she is 
often out on calls of many kinds, 
keeping in close touch w ith all 
phases of public health in this 
area. She is in her office from 9 
to 10 and from 4 to 5 on those 
days, and on Fridays by appoint­ 
ment. 
One of the most im portant parts 
of any public health program 
during these w ar days is the de­ 
tection of tuberculosis, especially 
valuable w hen the very early 
stages can be recognized. This 
work is ham pered this year in 
this com m unity because of the 
lack of an available X-ray m a­ 
chine with which to take chest 
pictures. Dr. F. 
M. 
Pottenger, 
world noted expert on chest di­ 
seases, who has come to Palm 
Springs twice a year for m any 
years to conduct chest clinics, is 
ready to come again, but the lack 
of X -ray pictures m akes this im ­ 
possible. Patch tests are given 
here, and those who react are 
then taken to the county clinic 
in A rlington, w here a more com ­ 
plete exam ination, w ith X -rays, 
can be made.
